Demand for Teachers G reater Than 
Supply— State Teachers C e rtifi­ 
cate Offered A. & M. Students. 


COURSE IN EXTENSION WORK. 


By Prof. M. L. Hayes. 
It is at the request of the editor of 
the Battalion that this article is writ­ 
ten concerning the work of the Depart­ 
ment of Agricultural Education and 
the general function of this work. 
The primary purpose in the crea­ 
tion of this department was to fclve 
that professional training necessarj 
to enable those students of the A. and 
M. College, desiring to teach agri­ 
culture and the closely allied subjects, 
to make a success of their teaching. 
Since every effort is being made by 
the leaders of education today to so 
cialize education and make it a com­ 
munity enterprise, it is no longer suf­ 
ficient to limit instruction to the 
methods of conducting recitations in 
the class room. These large mroblems 
of rural life and education, with which 
the school is required to cope, demand 
the attention of this department. The 
responsibility of assisting those teach­ 
ers in service to render their most 
efficient service to their several com 
m un it* es is no insignificant part of 
the duties of the department. 
When 
we consider that there are approxi­ 
mately 8,500 rural teachers in Texas 
and 6,000 of these are teaching in, one- 
teacher rural 
schools, 
required 
to 
teach agriculture but with little or no 
technical training, we can realize the 
enormousness of this opportunity for 
service to Hie state. 
Each year there is a growing de­ 
mand for feathers. 
The department 
receives many requests for teachers 
that it cannot furnish because there 
are not men available with the right 
combination of qualifications. 
The 
chief purpose in this article is to 
pla e before those desiring to teach 
some facts about demands that are 
made cf those applying for teaching 
i ositions. 
There are very few high schools In 
I caus teat ice requiring the full time 
oi one man ior teaching agriculture. 
The schools have not progressed to 
that point. 
The prospective teacher 
must expe t to fill in his school days 
with other subjects. 
In mosjt of the 
schools a tea* her is expected to teach 
term six to eight periods h day. It is 
seldom the case that agriculture occu­ 
pier over three or four of those pe­ 
riods. 
Amonfe the other subjects that 
are often assigned to the agricultural 
teacher are manual training, chemis­ 
try, physics, botany, zoology, physical 
; ay1 Jf. physiology yuu uihlotics. 
ai
